It would 
be well worth considering whether some such 
provision might not be niade by the Govern- 
ment, Although of course there are some 
grounds of objection, it might on the whole 
be possible to do something in this direction, | 
and if tho Sporial Wwed is mob pot wholly 
appropriate, there contd be no better mode of 
employing w portion of it than by creating a 
fund for the education of destitute children 
in the Coley. 

Another point in connection with the 
schools, of a precisely opposite nature to the 
one above noticed, “might with advantage be 
taken into consideration, As on the one 
hand the poorest classes in the Colony can- 
not afford to send ‘their children to. the 
schools, the more wealthy on the other hand 
would not only be willmg to pay, but would 
prefer to puy, something if they availed thom- 
solves of those establishments. Tho idea of 
being dependent upon the Government for 


their children’s education ‘is as distasteful to | 


a Chinaman as to a European; and from 
what wo are informed, it appears likely that 
if a moderate fee were charged there would 
he more sons of respectable parents sent to 
the schools, especially ifeare were taken that 
a good Chinese education would be combined 
with the instruction in English, 

Jt would this seem desirable to divide the 
publie schools into three clayses—first, for 
the wellt-o-do poople, who trould pay reason. 
wble fees for their children’s education ; 
secondly, free schools, for those who, not: being 
woll off, might be willing to availthemselves of 
snch institations; and, lastly, schools where 
the boys would be provided with food aud 
clothing, ou account of their parents being tao 
poor to supply them, ‘Lhere would of course 
bea danger that the provision thus made 
for the ehildren would be the chief tempta- 
tion, and that parents who might bo-able to 
provide for their children themeelves woul 

wtnake use of the advantages intended on! 
for thosa in too poor cireurnstauces to ‘permit 
of their dojug’so. But this might be guarde 
agnipst without much difficulty, by attuclin 
seine conditions lo the charity which would. 
cause it not to be accepted’ except in cases of 
ty, such, for instance,as the compulsory 
residence in the establishment, which, as the 
schoul would be known to be a charitable 
vinatitution, would go aguinst the feelings of] 
Unose who were not really compelled to resort 
to it by poverty.
